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Mattapoisett Kicks Off Harbor Days

The Mattapoisett Lions' kicked off the Harbor 
Days week once again with the Mattapoisett Triathlon 
on Sunday July 10. The race, which took place under 
blue skies, started at Town Beach and meandered its way 
through Mattapoisett. 

240 athletes participated in the annual event, 
which included a .25-mile swim, a 10-mile bike ride, and 
a 3-mile run. There were five age groups for men and 
women, and participants this year ranged in age from 12 
to 67. 

Besides being an event for athletes, the Triathlon 
was great fun for on-lookers as well. Family and friends 
gathered on the jetty near the Town Beach and cheered on 
their favorite competitors. 

"My daddy is swimming," said Brody Lake, of 
Easton, MA. "He's gonna bike and run, too!" Brody, along 
with his older sister Courtney, waved to their father, 
39-year-old Jason Lake, who warmed up in the water. 
The Triathlon was the second one for Mr. Lake. "Fm just 
hoping I don't get lost!" he yelled. 

Josh Lauro, 19, of Dartmouth warmed up on the 
jetty and expressed some hesitation about the Triathlon, 
which was his first. "I figured, I ride my bike a lot, so why 
not try all three?" the athlete laughed as he stretched. "I'm 
going to finish it, but running is my weakness." 

The winner of the Men's division was Keith 




Putnam of Marston Mills, MA with a time of 52:52. The 
winner of the Women's division was Katie McCuUy of 
Eastham, MA with a time of 58:51. Alice Binns, Women's 
winner of the 2011 Mattapoisett Road Race, also placed 
high in the Triathlon, winning the 19-29 age category with 
a time of 59:59.

boats. 

"I thought that since our tradition here in 
Mattapoisett historically has been linked to building boats 
for the whaling industry, this would be an interesting 
way to tie events to the harbor/' said Don Bamberger of 
the Mattapoisett Lions Club, the organizer behind Harbor 
Days. 

Mr. Bamberger came up with the idea after 
rowing a traditional boat in the New Bedford harbor 
provided by Whaling City Rowing, a nonprofit that seeks 
to preserve this pastime in local waters. He is tapping this 
club to provide boats at the festival this weekend, which 
visitors will have a chance to row for $4 per person. 

The revenues generated from the rides will 
directly benefit the Lions Club, while in exchange 
Whaling City Rowing will receive a kiosk to promote 
their club and draw in new members. 

'Tt's a win- win- win- win all the way around,'' he 

said. 

Liz Labelle of Whaling City Rowing was 
upbeat about the prospect of offering rowing lessons 
to festivalgoers. "We're going to have a great time. 
Hopefully they'll like it so much they'll join the club," 
she said, adding that for $120 per year, the club allows 
members to row the boats year-round and make new 
friends in the process. 

She said at Harbor Days, the club would provide 
"a taste" of the rowing experience. "In the shallow

Mattapoisett harbor, people are going to get basic 
instruction. . . it should be about 30 to 40 minutes. It's not 
going to be strenuous row/' she said. 

The vessels that will grace the harbor are 
authentic replicas of the five-oared whaleboats built by 
James Beal in the 1820s, during the whaling heyday - 
according to Ms. Labelle. Appropriately enough, 

Edey and Duff, Ltd of Mattapoisett built the newer boats, 
which are 28-feet long and fiberglass hulled. 

'It's absolutely cool having whaling boats in 
the harbor. . . Rowing gives you a whole different kind 
of perspective and you see we have a lot of beautiful 
waterways," she said.

traditionally three people would ride on one side, with 
two on the other. One of these crewmen would be 
designated the harpooner charged with thrusting his 
spear into a whale. He described the famous "Nantucket 
sleigh ride'' that the mammal would give the boatmen 
after an attack as it tried to escape. 

Mr. Bamberger said he hopes the inaugural 
whaling boat portion of Harbor Days will become a 
tradition, noting that the Lions Club always is looking for 
new ways to enliven the festival. 

"Every year that Harbor Days comes and goes, 
we try to keep it interesting and keep it fresh to give 
people new reasons to come out and visit. We really 
hashed this out to make sure it worked logistically" he 
said, adding that Mattapoisett Harbormaster Steve Mach 
was "really helpful" in accommodating the visiting boats. 

Harbor Days will continue to offer motorized 
boat tours, but Mr. Bamberger expects that the two on- 
water opportunities will draw distinct groups of people 
thus not exist at competing aims. "The people who are 
going to be out to row are different from people wanting 
a motorized ride," he said.

Tri-Town Abuzz Over Bear Sightings

Ticks... mosquitoes... bears? 

It would seem that the list of summertime 
wildlife has expanded for the Tri-Town with two 
confirmed black bear sightings in Marion and 
Mattapoisett over the past week. 

A young black bear was first spotted in

Mattapoisett, in the area of Eldorado Drive near North 
Street on Sunday, July 10. The next day, another bear 
sighting took place, this time at Partridge Place in Marion, 
at the residence of Frank Germano. 

Mr. Germano, a biologist, was standing on a 
deck with his two grandchildren when the young black 
cub was spotted. 'IVe been around animals enough," he 
said. 'T could tell by his actions that he was a young bear. 
We were on an elevated surface, so we were safe. I could 
tell that he posed no threat.'' At that point, Mr. Germano 
alerted the Marion police to the bear's presence. When the 
police arrived, the bear, which Mr. Germano described as 
"timid", ran away. 

"[The grandchildren] were having a wonderful 
time!" said Mr. Germano. "It was a wonderful lesson. 
I told them that Haskell Swamp used to be called Bear 
Swamp. I said, 'Now we finally have a bear!'" 

Additional sightings in Acushnet and Wareham 
had locals wondering if there was just one bear. For 
Marion Police Chief Lincoln Miller, the bear sightings are 
unique to his career, but not unprecedented. 

"There have been bear sightings in western 
Mass," Chief Miller explained. "But there have not 
been sightings in Marion - not to my knowledge." 
Additionally, Chief Miller urged the public "not to crowd 
the bear [if sighted]. Bears are in their natural habitat in 
the woods. That's why we recommend taking in food like 
birdseed... Generally, if spooked, they'll run."

Although the bear sightings have created a 
lot of excitement for Tri-Town residents, public safety 
officials have taken the opportunity to remind locals 
how dangerous bears can be. Shortly following the 
bear sighting, the Marion Police Department issued the 
following safety tips: 

• Never feed wildlife. Remove sources of food 
from outdoors, such a bird feeders and pet food. Garbage 
should not be placed outside, unless it is a secured 
container. 

• Human noises will generally scare the bear 

away. 

• Keep your dogs under control when a bear is 

around. 

• Do not try to follow the bear, as it will cause 
stress to the bear and may force it towards other people or 
out into traffic. 

Chief Miller said that bear sightings might 
become more commonplace in the Tri-Town area. "It's just 
something we're going to have to get used to," he said.

With more and more adults out of work, 
teenagers looking to enter the job market have to compete 
against more experienced applicants and as one local 
teen, Casey Magee, said, "There's a smaller opportunity 
than there was a year ago." But even with the difficulty 
in finding work, many teenagers from the Tri-Town have 
been successfully hired. Several of these teens, who had to 
fight to get their jobs, believe that even now, a determined 
teen will be able to find some sort of a job. 

Take high school senior Nicholas Nadeau as an 
example. Mr. Nadeau has been working at a restaurant 
and inn in Marshfield, Massachusetts, for about a year 
and a half. "I had to go in [to apply]," Mr. Nadeau said. 
"I didn't really know anyone [there] ... I went in on 
my own, pursued it myself." Mr. Nadeau sought the 
position shortly after he had left a dishwashing position 
at a breakfast restaurant in Marshfield, citing low pay, 
a bad boss, and a disinterest in washing dishes as his 
motivations for the change. 

Mr. Nadeau, when discussing the current market, 
remained optimistic. "I personally think it's not that 
bad," he said. "I think if someone really wants a job and 
they pursue it, they can find it. It's not impossible, just 
hard. You have to take the initiative."

Murphy currently works at a Mattapoisett seafood 
restaurant and was hired at the end of June. Ms. Murphy 
said that she intends to keep her job until she goes off 
to college. ''I [want] it to go on my college application,'' 
she added. Regarding the job market, Ms. Murphy is 
also hopeful. ''It is pretty open. . . there are a lot of jobs 
available but you just have to find where they are. Put 
your name out there and apply to more than one, and pick 
your favorite," she advised. 

Maggie Tracy, a third high school senior, works 
locally at a Marion gift shop / ice cream parlor. She has 
been an employee there for three years. Prior to having

a babysitter, getting customers through referrals. Ms. 
Tracy cites her motivation for having a job as it being the 
process of maturing: 'T really enjoy being independent 
and having the freedom to manage my own money,'' she 
said. For that reason, Ms. Tracy hopes to remain at her 
current job for a few more summers. 

In the discussion of the teen job market, Ms. 
Tracy also believes that it is not as bad as it really seems. 
Ms. Tracy advises teen applicants to "be personable 
and polite. Also, try to bring something to the table that 
would improve your business or distinguish it from the 
competition.'' 

Ms. Magee, who has been working at a 
Mattapoisett restaurant from the beginning of last year, 
expects to remain there until she leaves for college in 
a year.

For one high school senior, Martha Nakashian, 
having a job at the moment is more of a challenge than 
it is worth. "I have trouble finding jobs mostly because 
I have so many commitments already that I don't want 
to quit, and because I always have some large event or 
vacation," she said.

Fears of eastern equine encephalitis (EEE) virus 
prompted Gibbs Bray - property owner of land adjacent 
to Plumb Corner Mall - to cancel the fair earlier this year, 
although a "Family Fun Day'' will take place on August 
21. However, to keep the tradition alive, the Rochester 
County Fair Committee approached town Selectmen at 
the meeting about reworking the Pine Street property to 
make it suitable for the 2012 fair. 

County Fair Committee member David Souza 
said the four-day fair next summer would, for the first 
time, charge a nominal fee "so it can be supportive of 
itself." 

"Right now we are looking at what can be 
done to get the county fair over there," explained Town 
Administrator Rich LaCamera to the board. 

In response to Mr. Souza' s question regarding 
what legal responsibility the town will shoulder if a fair 
is held at the Pine Street property, Mr. LaCamera assured 
him, "the liability falls back to the town." The town 
administrator said that as a town-sponsored function, it 
would acquire necessary insurance to cushion against 
liability risks. 

Mr. Souza also asked for assurances that the 
property would remain fairgrounds, and not be turned 
into athletic fields down the road. He said the effort to 
prepare the land - which would entail building wells, 
hooking up electricity, loaming and seeding the property, 
and fencing it off - would be considerable and he feared

that the spruced-up land could be an attractive target for 
new fields. 

In response, Mr. LaCamera said the property 
would remain under the jurisdiction of the Selectmen, 
and that the Parks and Recreation Commission could not 
acquire control over it without a Town Meeting vote. 

"In my opinion, it's the fairgrounds," said 
Selectman Richard Nunes. 

Police Chief Paul Magee spoke in support of the 
site, although said that some parts of Pine Street road 
may require closing to accommodate foot and vehicular 
traffic. "Although they propose a shuttle from [Rochester 
Memorial School's] parking lot, a lot of people will choose 
to walk and that will be an issue," he said, suggesting that

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a possible solution is letting people enter the fairgrounds 
from the Snipatuit side of the property. 

Highway Surveyor Jeffrey Eldridge likewise 
expressed support but wanted to see a plan in front of 
him. ''A lot of water comes through that property. We've 
talked about that, but Fd like to see it in a plan/' he said. 

Mr. Souza added that he spoke with neighbors of 
the property about a 10:00 pm daily end-time for the fair, 
and the board agreed that this hour would be suitable. 

Although the board formally voted to support the 
idea of the Pine Street property becoming the new home 
for the fair, full approval requires an additional vote on 
the plan itself. 

In other business. Chief Magee updated the 
board on the latest about a 100-lb. black cub that has been 
spotted across the SouthCoast in communities including 
Rochester and Marion. ''It has been the source of rumors," 
he said. The earliest sightings took place on July 6 and 
have continued since; he said bears could travel about 20 
miles every day. 

"The environmental police have not taken action 
against the bear as it has not shown any aggressive 
behavior," he said, but said that if the bear does pose it 
threat it will be tranquilized. He said it is expected the 
bear eventually will migrate to other parts of the state. 

In the Town Administrator's report Mr 
LaCamera told the board that the town's recently formed 
Insurance Advisory Committee voted to investigate 
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two different coverage options. He said under new state 
rules, the town would have to analyze the differences 
between any private plans it has with the state plan, GIC. 
Mr. LaCamera said the committee would offer its formal 
recommendation for what plan to pursue by September 
30. 

The Rochester Memorial School renovation 
and expansion project is nearly complete and ''is on 
a very aggressive schedule,'' Mr. LaCamera said. The 
plan remains on time and under budget, he said, and is 
scheduled for total completion by August 15, in time for 
next school year. 

Selectman Naida Parker also took time to inform 
the board of the acquisition of a Charles de Nault signed 
painting donated by departing resident Mary Lou 
Pimento. She said the painting will be displayed in the 
Town Hall, and the board agreed to send a letter thanking 
Ms. Pimento for the gift. 

Additionally during the meeting, the board

Tabor Letter on Turf Fields Discussed 

Marion Planning Board

A regular meeting of the Marion Planning Board 
was called to order by Chairman Jay Ryder on Monday, 
July 11, at 7:00 pm in the Marion Town Hall. Also present 
were board members Tom Magauran, Ted North, Patricia 
McArdle, Sherman Briggs, John Sweeney and Planning 
Board Secretary Terry Santos. Board member Steve 
Gonsalves was absent because he was attending the 
dedication of the renovated Robert O. Broomhead concert 
bandstand and associated landscaping that evening. 

The first order of business was the discussion on 
an ANR plan for Doug and Diane Miller at 9 Holly Lane, 
care of Alan Ewing Engineering. Mr. Ewing represented 
the applicant and said that the Millers own two lots, 50 x 
100 each and want to combine the two parcels into one. A 
dwelling currently sits on one of the two parcels and the 
Millers want to put a deck onto the existing dwelling. Mr. 
Ewing presented the plans to the board. The proposed 
deck would almost reach the lot line on the second lot. 

"Once it's done, it can't be reversed," said Mr. 
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Magauran. 

Mr. Sweeney asked if the second lot was 
buildable. Mr. Ewing said that the second lot was 
buildable and that the applicants had paid the betterment 
for water and sewer on the lot and understood the 
ramifications of combining the two lots into one. With no 
public comment, the motion was approved to combine the 
two lots into one. 

Next up was a continued Public Hearing with 
J and W Realty Trust, 119 Wareham Street care of Nate 
Canto for an Amendment to Site Plan / Special Permit. 
Chairman Ryder read a letter from the applicant 
requesting a continuance to July 25 at 7:10 pm in order to 
gather more information and receive information from the 
MA Department of Transportation regarding issues on the 
property. The board voted to continue the hearing. 

A discussion followed regarding a July 5, 2011 
letter to Marion residents from Jay Stroud, Headmaster of 
Tabor Academy, regarding the replacement of the natural 
grass sport field to an artificial turf field at the area of 
Spring Street, Ryders Lane and Front Street. 

Chairman Ryder started the discussion by saying 
that the project was ''a thorn in the town's side'' and said 
that planning board members have received a great deal 
of written correspondence, e-mails and vocal opposition 
to the project. 

Chairman Ryder and Vice-Chairman Magauran 
said that they met with Tabor Academy headmaster. Jay 
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Stroud, last week for over an hour and a half regarding 
the By-Law concerns of the Planning Board and invited 
Headmaster Stroud to the July 11, Planning Board 
meeting. 

''We got no response,'' said Chairman Ryder. 

"The Dover Amendment isn't a 'get out of jail 
free' card," said board member Ted North. 

After much discussion, the board made a motion 
to send a letter to the Board of Selectman, giving a vote of 
confidence to Building Inspector Scott Shippey's decision 
to halt construction, and asked the Selectmen to take 
necessary action to support town by-laws. The motion to 
send the letter was approved by a four to two vote. 

The board approved a bill for $10.95 to W.B. 
Mason for supplies. 

Minutes of the May 9, 2011 meeting were 
approved as written. 

With no more business to come before the board, 
they adjourned at 7:40 pm. 

Selectmen Seek Injunction Against Tabor 

Marion Board of Selectmen

The Marion Board of Selectmen unanimously 
voted to seek injunctive relief against Tabor Academy 
for its failure to abide by multiple Cease and Desist 
orders issued by Building Commissioner Scott Shippey. 
After a nearly two-hour long meeting on July 12, which 
drew almost 100 attendees to the Music Hall, the board 
heard public concerns about fieldwork undertaken by 
Tabor Academy and voted to take legal action to halt 
construction. 

The Selectmen, however, did stress that 
notwithstanding its decision to seek an injunction, the 
town would jumpstart negotiations with Tabor Academy 
to reach some compromise on the fieldwork in an 
expeditious manner. 

The vote represents the latest development in 
a recent controversy about work under construction at 
Tabor Academy to replace its fields with artificial crumb 
rubber turf (deriving from recycled tires), add bleachers, 
install 90-foot lights, and add a new dugout. Local 
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residents expressed concern about the environmental 
and home value impact caused by the proposed field 
changes, as well as the school's decision to undergo the 
work without undergoing a site plan review or getting 
appropriate setback permits through the Zoning Board of 
Appeals. 

Following a petition by about 100 residents to 
temporarily halt construction until compliance with 
local, state and federal regulations - and Tabor's failure 
to receive waivers for a dugout that surpassed allowable 
setback requirements - Mr Shippey required the school 
to undergo a site plan review process for its bleachers 
and dugout. Mr Shippey had approved some fieldwork 
at the curb, but the school worked beyond allowable 
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parameters, he said, without proper ZBA approval. 

"Essentially, there is an impasse between the 
issuance of denials of building permits by [Mr. Shippey] 
and Tabor's desire to finish the project," Town Counsel 
Jon Whitten told the room full of residents. Although 
the school is protected by the Dover Amendment - a 
state regulation that essentially allows school-related 
construction project some relief from local town bylaws 
- that towns can still require "reasonable" site plan 
reviews and permits through its boards and commissions, 
including setback waivers. 

"There is no question that courts have upheld 
municipalities [for] reasonable site plan reviews," Atty. 
Whitten said. 

The Selectmen's vote means that Mr. Shippey 
will file an affidavit as part of a formal complaint to the 
state Land Court, arguing that Tabor Academy violated 
the law by continuing construction despite Cease and 
Desist Orders issued on July 8 and earlier that day on 
July 12. Although Tabor Academy Headmaster Jay Stroud 
spoke about timing constraints in installing new artificial 
turf fields in the 8-acre field in time for the school year, 
the Selectmen took issue with Tabor Academy's outright 
defiance of Mr. Shippey's orders. 

Prior to the vote. Selectmen Jon Henry and 
Roger Blanchette both criticized the town's Conservation 
Commission for approving Tabor Academy's field 
renovation plan in less than an hour, and a major 
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amendment to that plan within 15 minutes. As many 
of the issues brought to the floor revolved around the 
environmental effects of crumb rubber synthetic turf 
- especially in the case of a storm surge as the field is 
in a velocity zone - they both felt that Conservation 
Commission did not do its due diligence analyzing the 
plan. 

''The ball dropped at the Conservation 
Commission. We wouldn't be in this mess if due diligence 
was applied," Selectman Henry said, suggesting that an 
outside engineering firm should rigorously evaluate all 
aspects of the plan. 

Prior to the vote. Selectman Henry asked Mr. 
Stroud directly if he would comply with Mr. Shippey's 
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Cease and Desist order, but the headmaster responded 
that Tabor needs to keep moving forward, citing that 
the disruption in agreements with contractors would 
jeopardize its chances of getting the school ready in time 
for the school year. 

However, Mr. Stroud said he would compromise 
on many issues to ensure that the turf gets installed in 
a timely fashion. 'T would compromise on anything. I 
don't care if we put up lights, I don't care if we put up 
bleachers, I don't care if we put up the dugout, but we've 
got to get the fields complete," he said. 

Earlier during the meeting, Mr. Shippey said 
it is difficult to separate work on the field from other 
construction. "The whole foundation is interconnected, 
including the dugouts... all that is considered gross floor 
area, and in my interpretation that deserves a site plan 
review," he said. 

"We're in a vulnerable position, we don't want to 
leave the work incomplete because of the ecology of the 
area," Mr. Stroud said. 

He also assured Marion residents at the 
meeting that the turf is safe. "Are the fields safe for 
the environment? Yes. Are they safe for kids? Yes. The 
technology has been approved hundreds and hundreds 
of times," he said. Mr. Stroud contended that Tabor 
Academy officials had thought that since it received 
Conservation Commission approval, "we honestly 
thought what did what we needed to do." 
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Mr. Stroud, however, expressed regret that Tabor 
did not take time to more thoroughly notify neighbors 
and town residents about their plans. ''There is not 
an intent by Tabor to create a contentious situation in 
Marion, we try to be good neighbors. We haven't done 
a good job of publicizing [the proposed field work]." 
Mr. Stroud said that the school would continue to host 
750 athletic contests per year, and that few night games 
would be scheduled on the new fields. 

One resident, Janet Barnes, said she had been up 
all night researching the safety and environmental record 
of the proposed turf, pointed out that New York City and 
the Los Angeles School District both banned use of rubber 
crumb artificial turf. 

Other locals spoke out on Tabor's proposed 
fieldwork, including ZBA Chairman Robert Wedge and 
Planning Board Vice Chair Tom Magauran. 

"I see the situation facing town is somewhat 
complex, there are a multiple of issue. Aside from 
lighting, the ZBA has not seen requests for relief. . . As the 
odyssey continues, I want board to know gravity of what 
we are facing as a town," Mr. Wedge said. 

Many neighbors said that although they 
appreciate Tabor Academy and have no issues with the 
school, that it should abide by the laws of the town. 
"That's just being a good neighbor," said Margie Baldwin, 
adding, "You'll get your playing fields, but we want you 
to understand the effect on the harbor and the neighbors." 
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Resident Bill Washburn spoke to the board about 
the double standard considering that Tabor faced few 
hurdles getting their plan cleared by the Conservation 
Commission, but a "tiny little league'' park installed at 
Washburn Park faced many delays. 

"You see one group fly through permits, while 
you see another group hit one wall after another,'' he 
said, stressing the importance of equal treatment of 
applications. 

The board indicated that it would continue 
negotiating with Tabor despite its legal action. The 
ZBA hearing on Tabor's proposed 90-foot field lights is 
scheduled for July 28. 

Mattapoisett Harbormaster Mach Resigns 

Mattapoisett Board of Selectmen

At their July 12 meeting, the Mattapoisett 
Board of Selectmen received resignation from longtime 
Harbormaster Steve Mach, who said that his decision 
would be effective July 26. 

Mr. Mach said that he had hoped to wait until 
winter to resign, but citing "personal reasons", he said 
that the resignation would have to come in the middle of 
the busy summer season for the harbormaster's office. 

"I'll help make a smooth transition," he offered. 
"I just want to thank the guys who work down [at the 
wharf]. I couldn't do it without them." 

The Board said that they were "surprised" by 
the resignation, but they offered praise to Mr. Mach and 
thanked him for his years of work. 

In additional waterway news. Selectman Paul 
Silva gave a presentation regarding yearly payments for 
aquaculture farming. 

At previous meetings. Chairman Silva had raised 
concerns about the maximum allowed fee rate, as set by 
the state. He suggested that the fee, which currently tops 
out at $25 an acre, is in need of updating. Chairman Silva 
had investigated what would be entailed in raising this 
fee. 

Selectman Silva said that aquaculture fees had not 
been increased since 1973. He presented data that showed 
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oyster and scallop prices had increased between 359 to 
626 percent since 1973, but aquaculture fees had remained 
the same. Moreover, he said that the $25 per acre was not 
enough to offset the town's expenses to "monitor and 
regulate the process". 

"I cannot, in good faith, support a 'private for 
profit' venture that uses public waterways and would 
compete for tax dollars with public safety and education," 
said Chairman Silva. 

In a proposed solution, he said that the town 
could initiate a "home rule petition" to increase the 
maximum fee per acre, but such a petition would have to 
be approved at town meeting and carried by a legislator 
to the state-level. 

"I don't think increasing aquaculture acre fees... 
would have any real impact on the individual who was 
farming those acres," said Chairman Silva. "We can't just 
turn our heads. We have to make sure that people are 
in the right places. . . and that all costs money. My goal 
is not to slow down the process of putting this whole 
aquaculture situation to bed." 

Currently, the Marine Advisory Board (MAB) is 
charged with drafting up a list of acceptable aquaculture 
areas in Mattapoisett waters. In addition to the findings 
that the MAB is scheduled to present. Chairman Silva 
suggested a moratorium on aquaculture approvals 
until the home rule petition could be approved and in 
place. Selectman Macallister did not comment on the 
presentation, and Selectman CoUyer was not present at 
the meeting. 

"I don't want this to be construed as coming from 
the Board," Chairman Silva said, regarding his home rule 
petition proposal. "This is something I have solely done." 

In a scheduled public hearing, the Board met with 
NStar representative Donna Rosa for a pole hearing on 
Highland Avenue. 

Before opening up discussion. Chairman Silva 
clarified that the proposed pole would be on private 
property, making the Board unable to approve or 
disapprove of the pole placement. 

"We did not realize [the pole] was on private 
property until it was brought to our attention," said Ms. 



Rosa, who added that the proposed pole would be "for 
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system reliability'' and would reduce outages in the 
Highland Avenue area. 

Despite questioning from abutting neighbors 
- including residents from Kerwin Ave, Cedar Point 
and Oaklawn Ave - Ms. Rosa could not specify which 
customers would experience improved service as a result 
of the pole placement, but she said that she would consult 
with engineers and present that information at a second 
public meeting. 

Again, Chairman Silva emphasized that the 
pole approval would not be up to the Board, but 
that advertising would take place to allow for public 
comment.

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Local Church Profiles 
God in the SouthCoast

Church: Mattapoisett 
Congregational Church, 27 
Church Street, Mattapoisett 

Pastor: Rev. Amy 
Lignitz Harken 

History: Mattapoisett 
Congregational Church's rich 
history extends back to before 
Mattapoisett was officially chartered as a town. About 
275 years ago, on July 7, 1736, the church broke apart 
from the Rochester Congregational Church. The church 
plans to celebrate this milestone on September 11. 

More recently, a little history 
was made when Rev. Amy Lignitz 
Harken was tapped to serve as pastor 
this past March. Congregant Cindy 
Johnson - who served on the search 
committee for a new pastor - only 
had positive things to say about Rev. 
Harken's tenure so far. "I think I can 
speak for all members in saying that 
we are thrilled and delighted to have 
her here," Ms. Johnson said. Rev. 
Harken, who was ordained in 2003, 
moved to Mattapoisett from Kansas 
City, Missouri. Interestingly, before 
joining divinity school. Rev. Harken 
served as a journalist for a number of 
years at the Associated Press. 

Behefs: In the words of Rev. 
Harken, "God loves you, and God 
loves everybody. As Christians, we 
believe in God's love for the world, 
which was revealed through Jesus of 
Nazareth. The Bible is the best witness we have for this 
life and the message of Jesus." 

About the Congregation: On a recent Sunday, 
the pews were filled despite the outside activity of the 
annual Mattapoisett Triathlon limiting parking and 
access. A brass quartet accompanied the songs and 
offered a pleasant ambiance to the service. 

In her sermon. Rev. Harken retold the tale she 
said "has been told to us so many times, and in so many 
ways": the Noah's Ark story. She talked about God's 
instruction to Noah to find two of the same kinds of 





people/animals to put onboard- and joked, "How do 
you find two different types of people? Match.com? The 
Myers Briggs personality test?" with a message that 
people are difficult to fit into boxes. She said when you 
try to condense people into groups, "chaos" happens, 
remarking that, "Jesus broke bread with everyone". 

Rev. Harken then related the boat as the nave of 
the church - a place of order when the outside world can 
be chaotic, and noted that while people came in by twos, 
they left the Ark as a family. 

Overall, the sermon included many personal 
anecdotes that kept it engaging. 

As for the church itself, it is very family- 
oriented. During the school year, church school takes 
place concurrently with the service, offering classes 

from Preschool though High School. 
During the summer, the youngsters 
participate in arts and crafts 
activities. 

The congregation is steeped 
in many philanthropy efforts. 
According to Rev. Harken, the 
church works closely with Heifer 
International, a nonprofit whose 
goal is to end world hunger and 
poverty through self reliance and 
sustainability. On a more local 
scale, the church sponsors Boys 
and Girls Scout groups, and solicits 
book donations for the benefit 
of the Mattapoisett Free Public 
Library. In addition, the church 
has a partnership with Hayden 
McFadden, an elementary school 
in New Bedford. In February, the 
church raises money to put books 
into the hands of every first grader 
at the school before the vacation break. The church has 
worked similarly with Wilson School in New Orleans 
after Hurricane Katrina had devastated the city. 

Ms. Johnson spoke colorfully about the church 
members themselves: "We have a wonderful, welcoming 
and vibrant congregation who seeks to do the work of 
God in the community and in the world."

Horrible Bosses, Starring Jason Bateman and Kevin 
Spacey. Directed by Seth Gordon. Running time: 100 
minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

One thing Horrible Bosses gets right is that it 
acknowledges how murderously difficult it is to find 
a job these days. That makes it almost unique among 
Hollywood films. It also explains why its protagonists 
— Jason Bateman, Jason Sudeikis, Charlie Day — want 
to stay in their jobs even though their respective bosses 
(reptilian CEO Kevin Spacey, cokehead chemical- 
company owner Colin Farrell, sexual-harassing dentist 
Jennifer Aniston) make their lives hell. They would enjoy 
their jobs, or at least not mind them, if not for these 
bosses. So they get the bright idea of removing the sources 
of their pain from the equation. In a smarter comedy, 
this would involve exquisite and elaborate planning and 
manipulation to outwit the bosses, get them fired, ruined, 
whatever. In this not-very-smart comedy, our heroes plot 
to murder the bosses. 

The thin joke of the movie is that our boys, likable 
enough and basically moral, don't have it in them to be 
killers. They're not diabolical enough, and certainly not 
sociopathic enough. If they actually succeeded, we feel, 
remorse would strike them down. So despite the promise 
of the ads. Horrible Bosses is a comedy of goodness, or at 
least incompetent badness. What hurts is that it never 
takes off into the wild ozone (like, say. Throw Momma 
from the Train or The War of the Roses — Danny DeVito 
really should' ve directed this), nor is it grounded in much 
reality — it's a middle-of-the-road farce, too timid to risk 
losing the audience by making the working lads cold- 
blooded either in murder or manipulation. It hovers in a 
banal dead zone. So we're just watching a trio of idiots 
doing things that don't amount to much. 

The leads, and the bosses, provide fleeting 
pleasures. Kevin Spacey takes over the movie, so we don't 
get enough of filthy-mouthed Aniston and especially 
Farrell, who cheerfully uglifies himself and seems raring 
to give a classic wingnut performance. But he and Aniston 




are sidelined, and we spend a lot of time with Bateman, 
Sudeikis and Day as they snoop around the bosses' 
homes. With one notable, brief exception, none of the 
bosses meets each other, which might' ve offered some 
laughs (imagine Spacey going under the gas in flirtatious 
Aniston' s chair). Jamie Foxx drops in for a couple of 
scenes as a "murder consultant" whose nickname isn't 
printable here; he's funny, but a late-inning revelation 
removes the bite from his performance. 

There's no bite anywhere else, either. We're 
to understand that the guys feel so trapped in their 
situations their thoughts drift to murder, but none of 
them have families to worry about (Day's character is 
engaged, though his fiancee is a drippy blank), and their 
predicaments seem inflated. They're not easily replaceable 
in their jobs, though they're never really shown to be good 
at their jobs, either. The sexual-harassment scenes are 
assumed to be funny because the genders are reversed, 
but they just come off as icky Except for Spacey, who 
suspects his wife of cheating on him, the bosses have no 
dimensions other than their horribleness. And except for 
Day, who brings a frazzled hysteria to his character, the 
heroes are interchangeable stoics — two straight men. 
There's one small bit of screenwriting ingenuity involving 
Spacey and a cell phone that arises out of what has been 
written into him. The movie needed more of that — more 
fleshed-out characters, from whose motives and flaws a 
truly smart comedy could emerge. Here we just have a 
premise, and everyone involved seems to have found that 
funny enough and called it a day.
